WOMAN BURNED IN FIRE. 
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The Coronor's Jury Holds Young Over to the Grand Jury oh the Charge 
of Murder and He was Lodged in the County Jail on Tuesday t 

Pending Trial Later 



On Monday last at about six o'clock in 
tbe evening Wm. Young, n well lo do 
former living about two miles loutheaal 
o[ Antioch, stabbed to death his *on James 
during nn altercation issuing from the at- 
tempt of the ion to protect fata mother, 
Mrs. Ethel Young, from- bit father's na- 
warranted attack on her. 
. William Young and his wife. had been 
in Antioch during tho afternoon and, after 
retaining, Mrs, Young wm brought three 
pails "of milk which she was expected to 
take- caroof. She asked Young how she 
could.posiilly do so with only four milk 
pans to put it in,. and in reply Young, 
who had been imbibing a lltUe too freely, 
commenced a tirade of abuse against his 
wife anil repeatedly threatened to strike 
her down. On •hearing bis. threats their 
daughter Emi)y v a young lady* : of about 
seventeen years of age, stepped between 
her parents and for the time being stop- 
ped Young from carrying out hie threats. 
Meantime a- younger daughfer hastened 
to the barn, 'where her brother James 
was at work and told liini that "papa 
Ugoing to. kill mama/ 1 and the eon 
there Upon ran us fast- as he could toward 
the house. On arriving there he met 
his father on tho buck porch and be then 
mild to bim "this thing tint bean going on' 
long enough, and it in time you slop* 
p?d. M -Yoang at tbat moment had a 

'odueg, ■fT'one *uim<i, vvtde- m the other 
bamUiflbeld a lnr«e jack knife, and on 
being thus confronted by bin son bo 
throw the cocoanut with ,all his force nt 
the boy, striking bim in tho mouth, there- 
by breaking out eevend teeth and locenit- 
ing tbeiuoulk considerably. Tbo young 
mno there upon in* order to protect him- 
self* picked up a stick of stove wood that 
was lying 'near by, and on seeing this 
Young drove the knife into bis son's body 
striking him between the ribs in Huch 
a way that the point of the , knife entered 
the young man's heart. Ho staggered 
back and. turning, started to go through 
the orchard to" reach a neighbor's bouBo, 
but he managed to walk only a few rods 
when he fell to the ground. The hired 
man, who witnessed tho attack from* a 
short distance away, hastened to tbo place 
where the boy was lying, and endeavor- 
ed to" assist bim to arise, but to *. no 
avail, ho woe dying then and gasped his 
last breath a few momenta later' without 
"having spoken a word, 
Meantime Mrs. Young who bad wit-

strength to hold the 
door shut, between her husband and her' 
self, but be succeeded in pushing open 
the door and gained his way back in- 
to the house. Going into another room 
ho secured a. revolver and returning to 
the kitchen and once more began nursing 
and swearing at his wife, who .then told 
bim that he bad stabbed his own Bon, 
whereupon he leveled the revolver full in 
her face and' ordered her to "abut up, *' 
Mrs, Young then thought that her time 
bad also come, and expected that she too 
would fall a victim to ber husband's 
wrath, Hut for eomo reason- be changed 
his mind and turning lie left her and 
then, suddenly left the house and went over 
to a neighbors house, where be was found 
some time later, sitting in a chair, calm- 
ly talking as if nothing of importance 
had ever happened. . 

The news was immediately telephoned 
lo (own and at once a posbc of men started 
for ttio place with the expectation that the 
man would try to make good hh escape, 
and it was thought that be would be cap- 
tured only with difficulty, but to their sur- 
prise when found he quietly allowed him- 
self lo betaken. Ho'- stated that at that 
time he wits unaware that tho wound 
had proven fatul and expected that when 
ho returned home the 'atmosphere would 
have cleared nnd the mntter dropped, 
*"^w t ' ^'.^V.'vintiT custody nnd brought 
to Antii&fi whore ho was temporarily con*" 
fined in tho local juil. where he remained 
from Monday evening until Tuesday 
afternoon. 

On Tuesday forenoon, 
Powell, Deputy Sheriff 
District Attorney L. P. 
Waukegan and Coroner Taylor' of Liberty- 
vilto arrived at this place, and in accord- 
ance with the law a Coroner's inquest was 
held at the home of the murdered boy. The 
Coroner's jury was composed of Bert 
Overton, W. H.Osmond, Jacob Savage, 
J, E Pollock and Eldora Hortoa all of 
Antioch and Sigmund Kopp of Liberty- 
ville.. After the inquest at tbft'house tho 
jury adjourned to the town hall and 
tfae<prIsioner was brought before them 
and allowed to testify in his own behalf.' 

In trying to explain to the 'jury tbat 
the boy's death was due to an accident' 
al full against tbe open blade of the knife, 
Young sot forth a very flimsy excuse that 
was not in keeping with the rest of bis 
testimony, as it was known' that the

knife entered below the heart with an 
upward stroke, and tho prisoner swore 
that at the time it occurred, he was stand* 
ing on tho porch, while tbe son was stand- 
ing on tbe ground about a foot below 
bim. *. 

As waa to be expected, tho verdict of 
the jury was in accordance with the in- 
struction! of the Coroner, namely, tbat 
"We recommend that Ihe prislonor, Wil- 
liam -Young bo held to the Grand Jury 
for murder," On Tuesday- afternoon he 
was taken in custody by the Sheriff 
who took him to Waukegan where he 
was lodged in tho County jail, 

Wm. Young was a wealthy farmer 
who has lived in this vicinity for a great 
many years, and the Young family is 
one' tbat is widely known throughout the 
county, and from outward appearances 
no one could have guessed that such a 
tragedy would be at all likely lo occur 
within the Young home. The deed was,- 
without n doubt committed at a time 
when the father was so blinded by an- 
ger and rage that at the moment of strik- 
ing ibo fatal blow bo scarcely realized tbo 
enormity of his act. 

The murdered man waB but twenty- 
three years of age, being born on the 
seventeenth day of July in "the year of 
1832. He was always hold in bigh.es- 
tecin by all who knew him, and bodiad 
on several former occasions beun obliged 
to come to his mother's uid to protect 
herfrrun similar abnseV He 'war the eld- 
est child of the family and tbe only son, 
and therefore considered it his dnty to 
fltand between his mother and his father's 
tyrnnical abuse. The farm upon which' 
tbo Young family resided belonged to the 
boy, having been willed to him hy his 
grandfather, and he had all prospects of 
a bright and promising future before bim. 
But thus waa a young man, just entering 
unou bis prime of' life, striken down by 
tbe murderous hand of a frenzied fath- 
er, and be gave up his life for the 
protection of his own mother, against 
whom his father's hand was raised in 
anger. Hie waa indeed a self sacrificing 
spirit and displayed one of tbe noblest 
traits of manhood. It is to bo hoped 
that tho father will.be made to feellho 
punishment for his dastardly crime to the 
full extent of the law. , 

The funeral will be held this (Thursday) 
after noon at two o'clock at tho M. E. 
church. The body waa interred in tbe 
Antioch Hillside Cemetery, 



Mrs. August lllmmelman. of Twin Lakes. 
Meets With Terrible Accident. 

Two fires occured at the viltsiReof Twin 
Lakes, in the town of Salem, Sunday 
night, oni! of which resulted In Mrs. August 
fliiiiiiiclniun, it well known woman of the 
village, being fatally burned, while the 
tber retailed in the dcstuctlon of a large 
barn, owned by the Knickerbocker Ice Co, 
The Lake House, owned by Mrs, Serins, one 
of the best known of the hotels on Kenosha 
county lakes, whs badly scorched, but esca- 
ped destruction. 

The fire at the Himmelmnn home occured 
just after 9 o'clock, Mrs., IlhnnieSmnn 
and her little daughter wero nlono in the 
house, nnd the mother, hoartng the little 
girl crying, started to go 'from one bed- 
room toanother. She was carrying a large 
kerosene lamp, nnd in some manner she 
slipped nnd fell and tho lamp exploded. Mrs 
Himmelman was completely covered with 
tbo burning oil, and her shouts awakened 
tbe little daughter, who ran lo an adjoining 
Iioubo for help. When she returned with 
help it was found that the flames had burn- 
ed all tho clothing from Mrs. Himmelman 
nnd tho lower part of her body waa charred 
and burned In a terrible manner. Tho wo- 
man was unconscious, hut the dames were 
extinguished nnd she wuh carried to her 
room. Dr. Becker, of Silver Lake, was 
called to attend the injured woman and 
Vverything possible is being done to lessen 
tho pain. Mrs. Himmelman is alive, but 
she is so terribly burned tbat the physician 
has little hope of recovery. Fortunately 
the flames did not extend to other parts of 
house and it was not badly damaged. Mrs. 
Himmelman is one of tbe most prominent 
women in tbe western port of the county 
and tbe accident has caused profound sor- 
row.

MAIL CARRIERS AS . 
ROAD INSPECTORS 

In order to secure satisfactory informa- 
tion aa to the condition of the public roads 
in all parts of the state, and at all seasons 
of the year, the State Highway. Commission 
bos sought theco-operation of the postollice 
department as one of the best means to col- 
lect this information. 

... In a rescjuest from Mr. A. N. Johnson, 
Statu l-Iiajhwny Engineeri the fourth ass't 
postmiislcr generaUent a, letter, to. al.^the 
postmaaterii in the state, asking them to 
give all information at bund as to tho con- 
dition of tbe rural free delivery routes. 
The postoffice department also furnished 
tho State Highway Coin mission with a list 
the rural free delivery cirrim-* in III., 
of which there are upward of 2,800. 

Within a few days a circalar letter and 
blank will be sent to each one of tbo car- 
riers, asking questions concerning the con- 
dition of the roads which they travel. 

'Inasmuch as tho carriers have to travel 
their roads once a day and in some cases 
more than once a day, every day in the 
year, they become familiar with every rut 
and bad place as well as the good places 
upon their road. They, better than any 
one else,know the practical difficulties of 
the road and have the best opportunity to 
observe closely and intelligently road con- 
ditions in all seasons of the year. 

It is believed that the information thus 
collected by theJ3ta.te Highway Commis- 
sion, covering as it will such close observa- 
tion on about two-thirds of tho total mile- 
age of the roads of tbe state, will prove a 
vabuable aid in suggesting the proper me- 
thods of 'improving the condition of the 
roada in tiny particular locality. Tbe ad- 
vice, of the com mislon will. thus- be- baaed 
on a wide and accurate knowledge of actu- 
al conditions. 

The method adopted by tho Highway 
Commission to secure Ibis information is 
of special in terent, ns it is believed that this 
is the first time where so complete iind ex- 
tensive a canvass of the road conditions of 
any state has been mode in so thorough 
and'at the same time in so practical and in- 
expensive a manner, and it boo we, moreover,' 
the live interest taken by the po;d office de- 
partment in road imbrovemont.

Works In Harmony With Elec- 
tric Railway Company, but 
Will Not be a Part of the 
Frost Company Line 

Fanners . in Kenosha and Lake counties 
are to have a chance to utilize electricity 
as a motive power for the various sorts of 
farm machinery as it is announced that the 
Chicago and Milwaukee Electric Railway 
company will go into the business of sup- 
plying power to customers in both Illinois 
and Wisconsin.' In order to make Urn 
possible a new comnany bus been incopo- 
ruted under the state laws of Illinois, to 
be known aa the Chicago-Milwaukee Pow- 
er company. The company will have as 
its greatest customer the Chicago and Mil- 
waukee Electric Hail way company, but it 
is planned to keep tbe business of the two 
companies separate. The company will be 
in charge of the bailding and operation of 
tbe big 91,000,000 power plant on the flats 
just north of Waukegan^ and it will com- 
pete with the several North shore plant* 
for the business of furnishing power to 
consumers between Highwood and limine. 
Later it may be possible for the company 
to extend the business so as to take in all 
the territory between Chicago and Milwau- 
kee. 

J. E. Drom, who has been connected 
with the Chicago and Milwaukee Railway 
company as a general manager of construct- 
ion, has resigned this position -to take the 
management of tho power company and he 
will personally superintend tho building of 
tbe power plant and wilt be prominent in 
its management. 

It is expected tbat'tho plant will be com- 
pletedand is speration by the fint of next 
December uml as soon as possible oiler that 
dale the company will be in the market to 
supply pbw6rT""lriv claimed that' the com- 
pany will en;er the Kenosha field and will 
seek to secure the contract to supply power 
to several of the larger Kenouba factories. 
It is the plan of tbe company to cater to the 
farmers of the two counties and lines wilt 
be stretched so that every former between 
Highland Park und Racine may have pow- 
er for the operation of machinery ut a nom- 
inal cost. It is claimed that in Ohio agri- 
cultural regions. where tbo railway compa- 
nies have built lines the farmers have been 
supplied wi th powei and that the plan has 
proved very sucessfut both for tbe farmers 
and for the companies in charge of the 
power house. 

This company will, of cou»e, furnish the 
power needed for the operation of.the Ken- 
osha Electric Railway company and the 
plant is being built on such a gigantic scale 
that it will have a capacity large enough 
to care for all the electric railways between 
Highwood and Racine besides . supplying 
power lo many other customers. 

Tower stations for the' transfer of the 
power will be built at cohveiitient points 
along the line and it is probable that a 
large station will be built just north of Ken- 
osha. There is already one of these station 
near Winthrop Harbor.

Forty-two thousand patents, to land 
th : the Choctaw and Chickasaw nations 
nro lying In the vaults of tho commis- 
sion to tho five civilized tribes In Mus- 
kogee, duly executed by tho goverriora 
ot tho two nations, approved by the 
secretary, of the Interior and ready tor 
delivery. The commission Is, holding 
them under Instructions from the (sec- 
retary ot tho Interior and the tribal 
ofliciiUa assert that the secretary Is 
.delaying action lu hope of getting au- 
thority from congress ■ to , take- the de- 
livery of these deeds out, of the hands 
of the goveuora of the tribes and bav'o 
tho work done by , government , offi- 
cials. The patents, have : been a ' bone 
of contention between Secretary. Hitch- 
cock and the Indian ' Fovernors lor 
more than a year,. The CurMa'hlllj as

HA Veteran Hangs Himself In the Barn, 
Rheumatism Ihe Cause. 

Because the, rheumatism made life un- 
bearable to bim, Joseph Sumereki, resid- 
ing about two and a half miles north. of 
Liberty ville, committed suicide by hang- 
ing himself in a hay chute in the barn 
back of his residence one day lost week. 

The suicide is all the more remarkable 
as Sumereki is over seventy years old and 
was known all over tbe county as one of 
its cheeriest uion. He was an old veteran 
having been a musician iu the civil war.

The Coming Fnn-Amerlcin Congress lo be Held at PelropHi— X "SfllldlKtd 
Hemisphere"— Pnsl Pan-American Atlemplj.

There Is no Httlo truth in the crltl*] 
clsni of tho English that wo of the 
United States presume when wo call 
ourselves Americans, tn bo doing 
we not only forget that ttib Canadians 
have thnt right, but that down botow 
tho Isthmus of Panama tlioro Is u 
pretty big territory whoso people have 
very good right to call themselves, 
'Americana. Of late we have been 
waking up to the existence of South 
(America, nnd It la quite prohablc we 
shall so mo day Bit up straight with 
our eyes w!d«roprjn. 

If tho United Slates has neglected i 
South Amcrlcn, there nro other coun- 
tries that have not— namely, Germany, 
Grent Britain and Italy. Wo have 
neglected commercial relations with 
tho South American states, we have 
neglected cementing friendships. 

Next July a Pan-American congress 
Js to be held in Brnzft, at Potropolls, 
situated 20 miles from Rio de Janeiro. 
Tho United States ambassador lo Bra- 
zil^ Ua yd- at l&eom, will represent Utla 
country, and the conference Is to be 
honored by the attendance of Ellhu 
Root, secretary'of state, who does not 
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envoys wore appointed and nn appro- 
priation voted for the mission. One 
of the envoys died on tho journey, tho 
other did not nrrlve until after the 
closo of the conference. Only four 
count rlos woro represented at tho Pan- 
ama congress; It did not turn out a 
success. 

Following this failure various at* 
tempts w*re made to bring the Amer- 
ican republics In conference with a 
view to binding them In closer union. 
In 1S-17 a congress was hold at Lima, 
delegates 'present from Ave South 
American republics; this resulted la 
treaties of con federation, of com- 
merce nnd navigation, a postal treaty, 
a consular convention. A second con- 
gress nt Limn In 18G4 arrived at no 
practical results. At n third congress; 
held In 1878, treaties of extradition and 
International law were prepared. In 
1SSI the central states Issued Invita- 
tions for a congress of American re- 
publics at Washington, tho purpose of 
such n congress being tho "consider- 
ing and discussing of methods of pro- 
venting war between tho nations of 
America; "but a" war In progress ho-

go as a formal delegate, but to pay 
a visit to Brazil and meet with the 
representatives from the various re- 
publics. When Secertary Root first 
made known his Intention to attend the 
congress, It was readily recognized 
the move was a piece of diplomacy. 
But It seems foreign dlplontnls have 
thought well to lesson Its value, for 
Just at present It looks as though this 
country was being "queered" with 
Latin America by means of subtle In- 
sinuations of her representatives. Tha 
Latln-Amerlcnn wants to be felt a 
world power himself, does not espe- 
cially relish that Uncle Sam feels him- 
self necessary as protector and de- 
fender. Tho Latin -American likes the 
way European nations minister to his 
sense or dignity, does not relish the 
way In which the United States has 
more or less Ignored his - existence. 
Wherefore what Secretary Root de- 
signed "to accomplish by his visit of 
state to Brazil— traveling on a United 
States transport and escorted by a 
squadron of flrst-class cruisers— may be 
frustrated by tho foreigners' influence-. 
A Washlngtoa correspondent last De- 
cember wrote' of a "hemisphere hoIIiU- 
fled," as a probable result of Mr. Root's 
Journey to Brazil, n hemisphere solidi- 
fied against European aggression; but 
It looks now as though the European 
aggression would have considerable to 
say nbotit solidifying. 

Let us review previous Pan- Amer- 
ican conferences and also various at- 
tempts that did not hrlag the desired 
response. It is popularly supposed 
Mr. Blaine was the father of such con- 
ferences, but before his time efforts 
were mado to bring about the union of 
tho people of the Americas. Hack 
In 1820 there was hold In Panama a 
conference 'ot delegates 'representing 
various nations of America, eomo to- 
gether for tho consideration of subjects 
of common interest, the movement 
for organization of an American con- 
federacy largely set on foot by Simon 
Bolivar, president of Colombia.' The 
United States was invited to send del- 
egates to the, congress, and acceptance 
of the Invitation was favorod by 'Pres r 
ldont Adams. and 'Henry Clay, secre- 
tary of state. When tho president 1n 
hie annual message - announced min- 
iate ra would bo commiHloiied to .at- 
tond- there followed: a most heated* do - 
bute la -congress; .among the 'various 
-objections raised was the one tliat tho 
United 0Utra should be- alow; to coin^ 
mitltaelf; to. the. policy '.. enunciated la 
iho. Monroe Doctrine. But finally two

[ tween Chile, Bolivia and Peru and 
the lailuro of our United States con- 
press to grant an appropriation, caused 
the, withdrawal or tho invitations. And 
now we come down to .the congress 
under the presidency of Mr. Blaine. 
In October, 1889, a congress repre- 
senting every American republic save 
San Domingo, mot at Washington. A 
number of recommendations were 
made relating to the free navigation 
of American rivers, a uniform system 
of weights and measures, a uniform 
standard of value, a common sliver 
coin throughout America, an Interna- 
tional banking Bystem, reciprocity, 
uniform Banltary regulations, the es- 
tablishment of a bureau of Information 
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SECRETARY ROOT. 

concerning the commerce nnd re- 
sources of the American republics; but 
few of the recommendations were over 
adopted by the governments inter- 
ested. 

Our government suggested holding 
the congress which mot" 1 In the City 
of Mexico In October, 1001, which was 
really Pari-Amorlcan. The work hero 
conslstetd of a number of protocols, 
trcntlos, conventions, resolutions and 
recommendations. Mention should be 
made of the protocol' of adhesion to 
The Hague convention for settlement 
of international disputes; a treaty of 
compulsory arbitration, which was 
signed by ten- delegations; resolutions 
favoring construction of a Pan-Amer- 
ican railway. 

The work of the Pan-American* con- 
gress, to bo. held in Brazil next July 
Will ho watched with closest interest, 
the. people of the .United States now

It is now recalled that Chicago has been 
rebuilt twice ainco the fire, What Chicago 
needs is not so much a change of architect- 
ure as of population. 



While the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is about it, they might ascertain the 
differential on Muckrakes and Whitewash 
Brushes from outsldo points to Washing- 
ton. 
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Admiral Dellrlch'a German squadron is

The Admiral must think that man Dewey 
is always getting in his way. 
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Tfaia is not a defense of graft in the gov- 
ernment service. There is enough graft, 
always has been and probably always will 
be. When Benj. Fmnklinvasthe first post* 
master General, he had to reprove some of 
the otlicnla and post-musters under him for 
reckless extravagance if not actual diehon- 
esty in handling the 832.000 that it took to 
run the department the first yenr. The first 
Secretary of the Navy, Joseph Hewca also 
went offtcally on record reporting that there 
wns speculation in b oying stores for the 
"-•lirthrBchocner Resolute. 

But with all this there ore a lot of honest 
men now working for the government who 
do big things for the country nt large and 
get no profit and but little reputation out 
of it. The Reclamation Service is a case in 
point. That service which is well known to 
everyone of the west, now tiaa work under 
way for the reclamation by irrigation of 
2,000,000 acres of land. It will ultimately 
reclaim 50,000,000 with the water supply 
now in sight. The land under ull these ir- 
rigation projects jumps from nothing an 
nere to fifty or 81000 an acre as soon n» 
the project is declared. But the engineers, 
and there ore hundreds of them engaged 
in work, are 'prohibited by law from 
making anything out of this appreciation 
in vntucB. And there has not yet been a 
breath of scandal about the cervices. 

The Department of Agriculture has had 
its scamluls, but there are plenty of honest 
sciential* there who each year add million* 
to the value o( the farm products of the 
country and get no personal prof it out of it. 
Tho Bureau of Plant Industry has recently 
completed some work On providing a long- 
stiipie cottoa, almost as valuable ru Sea 
Island, that can be grown on the uplands; 
and in a few years this will almost double 
the value of tho American cotton crop. Yet 
the men who ilhl the work made nothing 
out of it and will not. 

Now the Durenu of Public Roudj, which 
officially has nolhing to do with the crops, 
discovered incidentally the value of n ferti- 
liser for tobacco made from finely ground 
granite, This simply means opening up an 
inexhauUblo supply of u fertilizer at £G a 
ton that we have heretofore bad to import, 
from Germany at $100 a ton, for there was 
no potash fertilizer to bo had in tlmcnun- 
ttry. It was a casein which if the man had 
resigned from the service and kept his pro- 
cess a secret, ho could have cleaned up 
millions, Rut he did not, call it stupidity 
or altruiatn which- over you choose. 

There are plenty of other cases that point 
.. .to more than mere honesty on Iho part of 
government workers. Of courso thoy ought 
to be honest, though they are not paid ex- 
trnvngant salaries for being. so. lint a con- 
sideration of this sort of thing is refresh- 
ing and suggests that perhaps there is tome 
good left in humanity after all.

In JnVing over a portion of the roads 
in J.-ike County I lmve noticed in some 
localities or districts that to all appearan- 
ces no littention is ifiven them whatever,, 
and id fact would judge by observation 
that (hey were entirely ignored. In this 
age of progress nnd advancement' it is 
Iy not In keeping to allow such condi- 
s to exist, nnd it certainly is high time 
'at the pablic should cry out and demand 
that something bo. done to remedy this 
evil. It Beems to me as though our road 
tax, if it was properly applied and used 
with economy, is sufficient to keep and 
maintain tho roads in a fair condition at 
least, Tho old habit or custom of putting 
off working on the roads to a time when 
tho farmer could do nothing at home, or 
at any time it was convenient for him to 
do so, should not be tolerated. If it is not 
it should be the dufy of of the Road Com- 
missioner to see that the overreera had 
their districts properly run over with tho 
grader or scraper when the roads are bad- 
ly cut up and are in need of attention. 

I do not know that tbo officials at tbo 
head of the system should be blamed more, 
than the apparent laxity of the law. At 
least let ub try to improve the present con- 
dition and emulate other localities that 
have good roads,

In 1000, an average Increase of $100,- 
000,000 a year In the five-year period. 
If to the $2,500,000,000 of foreign com- 
merce in 1005 were added the figures of 
trado with Hawaii and Porto Itlco, 
formerly foreign territory and Includ- 
ed In our statements of foreign trade 
prior to 1001, the total would approxi- 
mate $2,000,000,000, or about $000,000,- 
000 more than five years ago and $1,- 
200,000,000 more than ten years ago. 



It Is probably true that tbo automo- 
bile "has come to stay" and that In tbo 
course of time and experience the rules 
and regulations for Its use will crys- 
tallize Into fairly just and well-under- 
stood form. Hut tids will not bo at- 
tained without thu needless loss of 
many valuable lives. In Now Vork ono 
day recently theru was, among o titer 
tragedies of tho Btreet, the sudden 
killing of two old Indies. The navi- 
gator of the machine saw the women, 
It Is said, and "expected ot course that 
tbey would get out of his way," and 
because they did not ho just ran tin mi 
down and theu — ran away himself and 
left them there. As a matter of Inw 
they were no more bound to keep "out 
of his way" than he to keep out of 
theirs, aud If tbey had enforced their 
claim against him with force they 
would have been uu more at fault than 
was he. In tho same city a little time 
before a motormun on n street railway 
— whoro he was conllned to his track 
and could neither swerve from It nor 
run away after bis act — ran down and 
killed a teamster and was sent to tbo 
penitentiary for ten years for criminal 
carelessness Probably the sentence 
was Just. Neither tho street, car nor 
the automobile reveals any of tho nerv- 
ous sensitiveness of the horse that has 
often saved his driver f rout . homicide. 
In that view alone these drivers of ma- 
chines should bo held to a stricter re- 
sponsibility than the drivers of horses. 
As a matter of fact they are not held 
to as strict responsibility. Time out 
of mind the laws of civilized conituu- 
nltlcs have prohibited drivers of horses 
from speeding them beyond certain 
fixed limitations except hi places espe- 
cially provided for speed, In which 
well-defined places all men must be on 
their guard. The drivers of the now 
highway machines should be similarly 
restricted. It makes no difference that 
high speed la their chief aim. They 
should not be permitted to pursue 
that aim except as horse-men are per- 
mitted to pursue It. This |s the ground 
to which the uso of the automobile 
must come at* last, and tbo sooner the 
lawmakers' aad law enforcers seo the 
truth and act toward attaining It tho 
better It will be for nil of them as well 
as for the Imperiled aud already great- 
ly exasperated public.

Tho department of agriculture la 
constantly searching for the now pro- 
ductive plants which will thrlvo -.under 
nil, thovarylng' conditions In tha coun- 
try. > Crops, can now be cultivated prof- 
itably In what for ages has been waste 
land. Tho farmer has a wide range | 
In selecting what, crops ho shall pro- 
duce Ho also has the benefit of many 
methods ot cultivation from ."which to 
chooBe. It Is predicted that, In 1010 the 
yield' of. much land, per acre, will be 
twice wha,tlL waa in 1000.

To all oppearances and according to 
the researches of those best capable of 
forming an opinion on the subject, tho 
nervous centers In one Interal half of 
tbo chameleon go on Independently of 
those on the other, and It lias two lat- 
eral centers of perception— sensation 
and motion — besides the common ono 
In which must reside the faculty of 
concentration, Bays tho New York Her- 
ald. Notwithstanding the strictly sym- 
metrical structure of the chameleon as 
to Its two halves, the eyes move Inde- 
pendently of each other and convey sep- 
arate Impressions to their respective 
centers of perception. The consequence' 
Is that when the animal Is agitated its 
movements resemble these of two ani- 
mals, or, rather, perhaps, two halves of 
animals glued (ogcther. 

Each half wishes to. go Us, own way 
and there is no concordance of action'.

The chameleon, moreover, may ho 
fast asleep on nne aide and wide awako 
on the other. Cautiously approached at 
night with a candle, so as not to awak- 
en tho' whole animal at once, tho oye 
turned toward the light will open, be- 
gin to move and the corresponding side 
to change color, whereas the other side 
will remain for. a longer or shorter thuo 
In n torpid, motlontesR and unchanged 
state, with I to eye fast shut.
